Xn  conneculon  with  my  official  duties  I  made  a  trans¬ 
lation  from  Japanese  into  English  of  the  text  of  document  Vo.  7117.  This 
document  is  a  Eamishlhal  entitled  "Japan  is  Vow  Fighting" ,  consisting  of 
19  lar^  picture  cards  having  the  script  printed  on  the  tack  in  Je^anese. 

During  the  translation  X  ohserved  that  the  original  text  of  Card  Vo. 

16  had  heen  covered  with  a  piece  of  peper  containing  an  altered  text.  On 
instruotions,  from  tho  lawyers  idio  had  requested  the  translation,  X 
removed  the  piece  of  paper  from  this  card  after  translating  it,  wherocpon 
Z  found  the  original  text  under  the  piece  of  paper  which  had  heen  pasted 
over  it.  X  thereupon  translated  the  original  text  also.  The  original  ' 
text  on  this  card  reads: 


"Ve  shall  not  lose!  We  shstll  not  he  alarmed*. 
Japan  is  strong*.  Ve  havo  power*.  (Look  at  the 
Success  of  Arbitration  hotwoen  Siam  and  French 
Indo-Chlna*. )  Reoognlso  our  real  ability." 

The  altered  text,  which  I  removed,  read: 


"We  shall  not  losel  We  shall  not  he  alarmed*. 
Japan  is  strong*.  We  have  power*.  (Look  at  the 
results  at  the  outbreak  of  war  between  Japsm 
and  the  United  States.  Look  at  the  brilliant 
results  of  the  Great  Sant  Asia  Watr*. )  Reoogniso 
our  real  ability."
